WORTH  THE  RIDE 

ITh^re  s always  a story  or  two  behind  big’  headline  news 
that  somehow  manages  to  get  lost  in  the  shuffle  of  deadlines 
and  cottfosion  in  nen-spaper  offices.  A story,  for  instance,  like 
the  one  of  three  performers  who  traveled  to  Logan  represent- 
ing Brigham  Young  University  against  Utah  State  University 
and  tjniversity  of  Utah  in  an  intercollegiate  talent  contest. 

Scene  of  the  match  was  a ballroom-auditorium  in  the 
new  Student  Union  on  the  USU  campus.  Each  school  was  al- 
lowed three  acts  with  no  more  than  four  participants  in  each 
act,  BYU  was  represented  by  bariiame  Bill  S^o,  impersonater 
Bob  Parrel!  and  ventriloquist  Eoy  Baumgart,  with  Laura  Fox 
and  George  Choumus  providing  piano  and  guitar  accompani- 
ment respectively. 

Each  school  supplied  talent  worthy  of  first-string  varsity 
rating,  and  an  appreciative  audience  numbering  more  than  500 
applauded  the  performances  with  just  due.  When  the  decision 
of  the  two  judges  was  announced,  however,  BYU  ended  up 
an  uncomfortable  second  to  University  of  Utah.  After  a “dis- 
creet" show  of  disapproval  for  the  decision,  the  audience  — 
somewhat  weakened  — applauded  the  winners. 

As  the  Provo  performers  left  the  building,  departing 
groups  of  listeners  expressed  their  personal  feelings  to  the 
performers  themsdves  regarding  the  outcome.

There  is  no  difficulty  in  pass- 
ing through  Brandenburg  Gate, 
which  divides  Berliners  into 
ideological  and  standard-of-liv- 
ing  spheres. 

The  two  worlds  are  bound 
not  only  ethnically  but  by  sub- 
way, an  elevated  and  a street- 
car line.  There  seldom  is  any 
search  of  persons,  though  the 
green  uniformed  East  German 
police  will  sometimes  poke 
through  trucks  and  cars  for  con- 
traband goods. 

The  Communists  in  East  Ber 
lin  will  accept  the  much  more 
substantial  West  German  marks 
only  for  propaganda  items  such 
as  books,  theater  tickets  and  the 
like.  Where  there  are  exceptions 
they  insist  that  the  eastern  mark 
is  twice  as  valuable  as  the  west- 
ern mark.  Reducing  it  to  our' 
currency,  that  means  that  you 
get  four  western  marks  and 
change  for  your  dollar  but 
would  receive  only  two  and 
change  on  the  other  side  of  the 
gate. 

Why  do  people  continue  to 


live  in  Communist  Berlin?  | 

Well,  some  of  them  prefer  to, 
others  have  latched  on  to  jobs' 
that  give  them  more  prestige  j 
and  authority  than  they  had  un- 
der Hitler  or  could  obtain  in' 
the  west,  and  some  are  appalled 
by  the  scope  of  escape — what 
with  severing  ties  with  families 
and  friends. 

A tremendous  number  leave, 
not  only  East  Berlin  but  East 
Germany  to  escape  the  harrow- 
ing experience  undergone  by  the 
Hungarians  winter  before  last. 
It  is  economic  in  many  details. 
Some  East  Germans  acquire 
enough  West  German  marks  to 
come  to  East  Berlin.  They  sim- 
ply take  a subway,  bus  or  even 
a taxi  to  Templehof  Airport,  buy 
a ticket  on  Pan-American  or  Air 
France  and  fly  out  to  one  of  the 
cities  in  free  Germany  which 


lies  110  miles  from  this  strange 
oasis  called  Berlin. 

Thus  they  by-pass  the  com- 
prehensive refugee  system  that 
has  been  set  up  in  West  Berlin. 
The  refugee  goes  through  a pro- 
cess which  determines  whether 
or  not  he  will  be  “recognized.** 
Strictly  speaking,  a refugee  can 
be  “recognized”  only  if  be  has 
to  flee  because  he  was  in  genu- 
ine political  danger  but  actually 
he  can  be  “recognized”  for  al- 
most any  reason  unless  he  was  a 
willing  member  of  the  party  or 
police.
